to hear all about the officials and gov- 
ernmental affairs of Oakland anywhere 
in the State 
No place is so remote 


tuttha't one can hear decisive remarks 
about the "pinhead" council and the 
beer garden characteristics of the gov- 
ernment of the -city of churches 
and 


municipal extravagance. As was re- 
marked by a member of the Council 
sometime ago the clashing, kicking, 
spite work and reokless disregard of 
the interests of the tax-payers, mani- 
fested by the different departments 
have made Oakland's city government 
ridiculous and contemptuous through- 
out the State. We are laughed at and 
condemned wherever the name of Oak- 
land is mentioned. 


"Th*burden of taxation has increas- 


ed from year to year yet the city has 
nothing to show for the vast sum of 
money 
annually paid into the city 


treasury 
by 
the 
property holders. 


Three years ago upon a declaration of 
principles glitteilng with pledges of 
economic reform the non-partisans, or 
pin heads, came Into power. They 
out-Herode<J their predecessors in mis- 
management and extravagance. Two 
yeai-s ago by the accident of a multi- 
tude of candidate's a majority of the 
pin heads were re-elected to the Coun- 
cil. 
These pyramid-shaped statesmen 
arranged among themselves to fix the 
tax lew at J1.18 cents on each one hun- 
dred dollars worth of taxable pioperty. 
The Mayor and four members of the 
Council believed the city's government 
could and should be run on a levy of 
100 cents on 'the one hundred dijllais 
To differ with the pin head majority is 
to invite a declaration of wair 


"The Mayor's veto supported by the 


four councilman compelled the adop- 
tion of the dollar-limit, but the pan 
head majority declared war and ever 
since 'they have waged a guerrilla war- 
pvorvbodv who dares to ap- 


prove the Mayor's efforts to carry out 
the uLo.-ionuo pledges which bristled 
the platform upon which they were 
elected 
They have coerqcd the City 
Engineer and the Ciity Attorney, who 
comprise a majority of the Board of 
Public Works and the Board of Police 
and F'tre Commissioners, and the Sup- 
erintendent of Streets and they are 
using these not unwilling officials in 
work of expenditure to sucrj a degree 
as will ereaite a diricit to be used as an 
argument against the possibility of con- 
ducting the city government on the dol- 
lar limit 
"They have given the City Engineer 
a deputy at J125 a month to which he Is 
not entitled, they have given the City 
Attorney a deputy at 1100 per month 
which 
Is a flagrant violation of the 
spirit and intent, of the law; they have 
given the Chief of Police a clerk at 
$100 pel month to do work that former 
chiefs 
did 
themselves. They 
have 
voted away thousands of dollars of the 
people's money on resolutions, a meth- 
od as reprehensible as it Is wasteful.

In 1888 Haflz summoned Brtggs to 


Oxford and informed Mm that 'his fam- 
ily was coming to England -to Invest 
tine fortune, Whdoh had been melted ijnto 
gold bars 'and -pocked In sa/tt In order 
Uhait tt eiouM be carried more easily. 


On the strength, of this story Brtgrgs 


lent money to H-afiz and afterwards on 
various pleas and upon 
the Emir's 


representations that it wa» necessary 
to send mesfeng-ers t» Arabia to com- 
municate with Hafiz's parents, ito send 
ahips to the coast to meet the treasure 
aravan, etc. Briggs aJlso ifurniehed 
other sums of money 
amounting- to 


£3500. 


The lawyer admitted writing a letter 


to Haflz to *he effect that the advances 
were "made out of love" 'but, ihe h'ao 
complained that this letter was written 
at the dictation of the Emir, whom he 
described as exdtaWe. 


Counsel for Haflz said *hat the lat- 


ter Mved on an income fumlstved by hie 
trtbe amounting from £7CH30 to £12,000 
yearly. 


He added that the Briggs family had 


for yeans lived with Haflz, dominated 
Mm, and had to profit ultimately wihera 
Haflz ruled over Mecca. 


Haflz had given Mm. Brigg* Mam of 


money aggregating £«OM (180,000), In ad- 
dition to clothe*, jeiwetry, etc, 


Ultimately the Brlgg* famHy and 


Hafiz quarreled and tlie eult to recover 
tbe money advanced followed. 


The trial lasted five days and result- 


ed yeaterday in a verdict for Brim* and 
cost*.

FOKEIGN STATISTICS. 


A' new computation of the population 
of 'the globe has recently been made 
by the French statistician and savant 
P d Amfreville. He figured out a total 
of about 1,*80,000,000, distributed as 
follows: Asia, with 825.9S4.000; Europe, 
with 357,379.000; Africa with 163,933,000; 
America, with 121,713.000: Oceanica ana 
the Polar regions with 7,500,400; Austra- 
lia, with 3,230,009, or & errand total of 
1,479,729,000 souls. 


In connection with these «ata the 
English statistician, Schooling, makes 
some interesting comments. He fctates 
that of every 1000 inhabitants of the 
globe 558 live in Asia, 242 in Europe 
111 in Africa, 82 -in America, 5 In Ocea- 
nica and the Polar regions, and only 2 
In Australia. It then appears that Aela 
contains more than one haif of t*ie 
total population of the earth, and Eu. 
rope nearly one-fourth, JfeW* contains 
only one-ninth, and America only one- 
twelfth. In Australia the entire popula- 
tion is less than the number of inhabi- 
tants) in the city of London alone or 
in.the cities of Parta and St. Peters- 
burg combined. 


In Europe the number of Inhabitants 
to tbe square mile Is So; in Asia it is 48; 
rn Africa it is IB; -hi America it Is 8; in 
"Oceanlca amd the Polar regions it Is 3; 
'in Australia only 1. Accordingly Europe 
contains for trach of tts in-haibitants 2.8 
heata/res of land; Asia, 5.2 hectares, 
Africa, 17.6 hectares; Oceanlca ana the 
Polar regions, 84.0 hectares; America, 
31.2 hectares; Australia, 235.6 hectares. 
(A. h<ectnre rs equal to !.7« acres.) The 
yearly increase of population on ti>e 
globe Is about five to every thousand. 
At this rate the population of the earth 
would be doubled every 139 years 


Of every 1000 Europeans 26a arp sub- 
jects of RusKia; 138 of Germany; lid are 
.Auatro-Hungairlans; 107 French, 106 En- 
glish, 81 Italian*; 48 Spanish, 17 Bel- 
gians, and 121 of the minor countries.

Xo place is so remote 
but that one ean hear decisive remarks 
about the "pinhead" council and the 
beer garden characteristics of the gov- 
ernment of the city of churches and 
municipal extravagance. As was re- 
marked by a member of the Council 
sometime ago the clashing, kicking, 
.spite work and reokle.ss disregard of 
the interests of the tax-payers, mani- 
fested by the different departments 
have made Oakland's city government 
ridiculous and contemptuous through- 
out i/he State. We are laughed at and 
condemned wherever the name of Oak- 
land Is mentioned. 


"Tht»burden of taxation has Increas- 


ed from year to year yet the city lias 
nothing to show for the vast sum of 
money 
annually paid Into the city 


treasury 
by 
the 
property holders. 


Three years ago upon a decla.ratlon of 
principles glittering with pledges of 
economic reform the non-partisans, or 
pin heads, 
came into power. They 


out-Heroded their predeces-sors in mis- 
management and extravagance. Two 
yeai-s ago by the accident of a multi- 
tude of candidates a majority of the 
pin heads were re-elected to the Coun- 
cil. 
These pyramid-shaped statesmen 
arranged among themselves to fix the 
tax levy at S1.1S cents on each one hun- 
dred dollars worth of taxable property. 
The Mayor and four members of the 
Council believed the city's government 
could and should be run on a levy of 
100 ce>nts on the one hundred dollars. 
To differ with the pin head majority is 
to Invite a declaration of war. 
"The Mayor's veto supported by tho 


four eouncllmen compelled the adop- 
tion of the dollar-limit, but the pin 
head majority declared war nnd ever 
since they have waged a guerrilla war- 
ftt re unon ex-ervborlv who dare-* to ap- 
prove the Mayor's efforts to carry out 
tne c'L-o:u>mic pledges which bristled 
the platform upon which they were 
elected. They have coerced the City 
Engineer and the CMy Attorney, who 
comprise a majority of the Board of 
Public Works and the Board of Police 
and F'lre Commissioners, and the Sup- 
erintendent of Streets and they are 
using these not unwilling officials In 
work of expenditure to suclj a degree 
as will create a dificit to be used as an 
argument -against the possibility of con- 
ducting'the city government on the dol- 
lar limit 
"They have given the City Engineer 
a deputy at $125 a month 'to which he Is 
not entitled; they have given the City 
Attorney a deputy at $100 per month 
which 
is a flagrant violation of the 
spirit and intent of the law; they have 
given the Chief of Police a clerk at 
$100 per month to do work that former 
chiefs 
did 
themselves. They have 
voted away thousands of dollars of the 
people's money on resolutions, a meth- 
od as reprehensible as it Is wasteful. 
"The dollar limit has had the effect 
on the pin head majority of the Coun- 
cil that a red rag Is said to have on a 
Spanish bull. It has made them fur- 
out., and If you want to see one of them 
with his eyes .shut, his tail in the air, 
his nose to the ground and the froth 
and foam flying from the corners of 
his mouth, Just mention, the Mayor in 
hjs presence. 
"Fancy, If you can. the thinness of 
eu:lote of a council that demands the 
tabling of a veto message from the 
Mayor before it 1s read. Fancy, If you 
can, 
the vindictlveness and petty spite- 
fulness, the smallness of soul and pin 
headed statesmanship of an ordinance 
and judiciary committee of th.is pin 
headed council majority attempting to 
besmirch and belittle the Mayor by de- 
manding that he .shall pay a license on 
a wharf he does not own «,nd to which 
the city lias no street or thoroughfare. 
Fancy. If you can. how far the chair- 
man of this Ordinance and Judiciary 
Committee Is willing 'to go to gratify 
Ms hatred of the Mayor and the Coun- 
t-Union who compelled him to adopt the

A1 new computation of the population 


hv ih- £°bc^has recently teen made 
by the French statistician and savant 
, Ajnfrcville. He «*ured out a total 
of about 1,480,000,000. distributed as 
°.,£W,8r:,^S!a' wlth 825,954.000; Europe. 
with 357,J,9.000; Africa with 163,533,000- 
America, with 121,713.000: Oceanica and 
the Polar regions with 7,500,400; Austra- 
i Jio^io^J?'230'00*1 cr a srand total of 
1,1(9,729,000 souls. 


In connection with these data, the 
English statistician. Schooling, makes 
some interesting comments. He states 
than of every 1000 Inhabitants of the 
Slobo 358 live In Asia, 242 in Europe 
11! in Africa, 82 In America, D in Ocea- 
nica and the Polar regions, and only 2 
In Australia. It then appears that A«!a 
contains more than one half of the 
total population of the earth, and Eu- 
rope nearly one-fourth.'A'frtcn. contains 
only one-ninth, and America only one- 
twelfth. In Australia the entire popula- 
tion Is less than the number of inhabi- 
tants in the city of London alone or 
in.the cities of Paris and St. Peters- 
burg combined. 


In Europe the number of Inhabitants 
to the square mile is 93; in Asia it is 48; 
In Africa'it is in; in America it Is S; in 
•Oceanica and the Polar regions it is 3; 
'In Australia only 1. Accordingly Europe 
contains for each of its inhabitants 2.8 
hectares of land: Asia, 5.2 hectares: 
Africa, 17.C hectares; Oceanica and the 
Polar regions, 84.0 hectares; America. 
31.2 hectares; Australia, 235.G hectares. 
(A hectare is equal to 2.7'il acres.) The 
yearly increase of population on the 
globe is about live to every thousand. 
At this rat« the population of the earth 
would be doubled every 139 years 


Of every 1000 Europeans 262 are sob- 
Jects of Ru<-Hln; 130 of Germany; 116 are 
Austro-Hungarians; 107 French, IOC En- 
glish, 8-1 Italians; 48 Spanish, 17 Bel- 
gians, and 121 of the minor countries. 
In reference to the density of popula- 


tion Belgium takes the lead with 54G to 
a square mile, followed by England 
with 312, Italy with 203, Germany with 
237, France with 184, Austro-Hungary 
with 171. Spain with 90, Russia with 49. 
The average of all the other countries 
Is 47 to a square mile, and the average 
for all Europe is 96. 


In Asia Mie S26 millions are distribut- 
ed in the following manner: China 
takes the lead with MO millions.-Brltish 
India with 278 millions; Japan with 40; 
East Indian Islands with SSi^lFrcnch 
possessions in India with 19~; Korea 
with 10V4; English Burma with 7y>: 
Persia with 7M.; Asiatic Russia and 
Turkestan with 7^; Siberia with 4M-; 
Afghanistan with 4; Ceylon with 3:
